Draining Wet 


Field Is an 


Important Job 


The draining of wet fields on a 


farm should be considered as one 
of the most important operations 
necessary to good land use and 
successful soil management, ac- 
cording to Herbert A. Hanapel, 
agricultural engineer for North- 
ern Illinois, U. S. -Soil Conserva- 
tion Service. 


Many acres of cropland are lost 


by poor removal of either the ex- 
cess rainfall or underground wa- 
ter. These lost acres may be 
tound in the form of pot holes, 
hillside seepage areas, wet dram- 
ageways or boggy pastures. Small 
wet areas 
are 
nuisance 
spots 


since they delay farming the en- 
tire field until they dry up. in 
some cases,, relief can be obtained 
by opening up channels to speed 
up the removal of the surtace 
water. This costs but little using 
home equipment, states Hanapel 


The answer to some problems 


might be the removal of the un- 
derground water by installing tile 
lines. I» tile draining a pot hole, 
blind drains which simply consist 
of backfilling short stretchy ot 
the tile trench witl^ gravel to 
found effective. The open spaces 
in t9ie gravel permits water to 
enter into the tile through the 
joints. This drains more rapidly 
than through the soil. 


Reclaiming some of these lost 


acres permits a better land use 
by giving the tired slopes and up- 
land fields a rest from producing 
corn and grain. A, better rota- 
tion including jjiore years of hay 
or meadow, decreases erosion and 
increases productivity. 


When tile drainage can solve 


the problem, a survey should be 
made. Even 
though only con- 


structing a portion at a time, de- 
sign the complete tile system.! 
This assures that the outlet, mam 
and sub-mains are big enough to 
carry their load of water as ad- 
ditiOTis are made. Such designs 
require 
engineering 
exactness.

V. S. Conservation Men Emphasize Need /or Soil 


Conservation Practices; It Pays Off to Farmers 


By RAY LANE 


U. S. Soil Conservationist 


The type of rotation used on a farm is one of the most 


important soil conservation practices to keep soil at home 
and maintain productivity, according to Ray Lane, U. S. Soil 
Conservationist. 


In all instances a rotation should be designed to fit the 


farm capability and supporting practices 
used by the individual farmer, Lane stated. 
A rotation containing twenty-five per cent 
hay should be used only on level, class I land. 
Rotations with thirty-three or forty per cent 
hay should be restricted to very good lane 
and necessary supporting practices should 
also be used if the land has any slope. For 
good farm business a livestock program 
should go hand-in-hand with the above men- 


RAT LANE 
tioned rotations. 


Rotations with fifty per cent hay or morfe are excellent 


for less productive and more erosive lands. Such a rotation 
does not require a livestock program to build soil productiv- 
ity. However, a livestock program is necessary for the max- 
imum utilization of crops produced by such a rotation. 


There are about four safe ways for farmers to adjust 


themselves to changed rotations that produce more forage. 
First, the farmer can make greatest utilization of his grain. 
Secorfd, he can change numbers of livestock without elimi- 
nating a partcular type of livestock. Third, grain can be 
purchased to supplement grain produced on the farm. Fourth, 
the livestock program can be changed completely. The last 
solution is least desirable and should be done with great care, 
Lane cautioned. 


Lane also emphasized that while a rotation is a valuable 


soil conservation practice it is one of the most abused.

Contour strip cropping is one of the erosion control prac- 


tices recommended highly by the Soil Conservation service. 
It has a wide application range on the irregular slopes of this 
area. Every farmer should be alerted to the advantage of 
having each clean tilled strip protected by a non-cultivated 
hay or grass strip. 


The reason for this is obvious. When large fields or 


blocks of sloping land are plowed and cul- 
tivated at one time as is a common practice, 
they are subjected to maximum erosion for 
long periods until vegetation is re-estab- 
lished. In contrast to this wasteful practice, 
large fields and long slopes can be protected 
against erosion by plowing and cultivating 
alternate strips, always leaving protection 
strips of grass between the clean tilled areas. 
These strips can be farmed in rotation and 
in combination with other soil conservation 


practices where necessary. 
I 


Contour strip cropping is a vegetative control of water — 


and soil, its effectiveness is dependent on the production of 
an adequate cover of the right kind of vegetation. Among 
the natural measures, grass is probably the most effective. 
Lands covered by a natural heavy sod of grass suffers no 
serious run-off or loss of valuable topsoil in seasons of normal 
rainfall. Not all of the close-growing, erosion-resistant farm 
crops are as efficient as grass, but the small grains and most 
of the legumes and other hay crops are good substitutes and 
usually can be utilized effectively. 


Contour strip cropping divides the length of the slope, 


checks the momentum of run-off water, filters out the soil 
being carried off and increases the absorption of rain water 
by the soil. This is accomplished by the multitude of ob- 
structions offered by the dense, close growing crops in the

water cause it to spread and soak into the soil. 


Reducing the run-off by strip cropping prevents the loss 


of plant food applied in the form of fertilizer, manure, or crop 
residue, and is thus reflected in greater crop yields. By pro- 
viding a larger number of small fields, strip cropping encour- 
ages the use of proper crop rotation and helps maintain a 
balance of soil building and harvested crop. 


It can be installed at practically no expense and the cost 


of maintenance is very low. Although it will not completely 
control erosion on all soils and slopes, it has so many ad- 
vantages over the old system of plowing, cultivating and 
otherwise subjecting the entire fields to erosion, that it merits 
consideration by every crop farmer operating land subject 
to erosion. If the water runs off erosion is present.

War I he headed the War Industries board, an agency com- 
' parable to the War Production Board in the recent war. His 
experience and wisdom as a mobilizer of resources were put 
to frequent use during World War H. 


Baruch, in a commencement address before the Indus- 


trial College of the Armed Forces, pointed out that a Na- 
tional Security Resources Board was created by Congress 
to develop stand-by plans for industry in case of war. 


"When this agency attempted to act, it was, as you know, 


prevented from doing so," he said. "It has still to be heard 


Baruch explained later to a reporter that he had refer- 


ence at that point to a mobilization plan actually drafted by 
the resources board but turned down by Mr. Truman. 


The administration denied any plan ever won full board 


approval or was considered by the president. 


But even if Baruch should prove wrong on this score, 


the administration's statement amounts to a confession of 
inaction that supports his main complaint. 


Moreover, several months ago, the board chairman, Ar- 


thur M Hill resigned and has not been replaced. The presi- 
dent did nominate Mon C. Walgren, his old senate crony 
and former Democratic governor of Washington, to the post. 
But he canceled the nomination at Wallgren's request after 
a senate committee shelved the appointment. 
It seems to us the president's duty is to choose a suit- 


able head for the resources board at the earliest moment. 
Even allowing for the normal difficulties of luring competent 
men into government service these days, we think too much 
time has elapsed without satisfactory board leadership^-, 


When 'he names a man, Mr. Truman should encourage 


him to proceed forthwith to weld a mobilization program for 
the necessary congressional action. 


By the same token, Congress, backed by alert Americans, 


should do its part speedily so this nation will not be much 
longer in its present state of unpreparedness. 
Baruch deplored the popular peacetime tendency to jeer 


at militarv leaders, scoff at their warnings and ignore their 
requests for funds. 
When war erupts, he added, people then suddenly want 


the military "to spend billions in furious haste, to recruit 
in a matter of months millions of men who never held a rifle 
before, to organize global operations touching places most 
Americans never heard of . . ." 
It is time the American people realize how great is the 


responsibility of preparedness, said Baruch. 


We hope they can be made to realize. With the atomic 


bomb and the guided missile war has passed beyond the 
stage where any nation, even one as powerful as ours, can 
enjoy the luxury of leisurely mobilization. Everyone, from 
the president on down, has to face that fact. Baruch's warn- 
ing is wise and timely.

Recently I played in a dupli- 


cate game with Harry Lees of St. 
Louis at the Cavendish Club in 
New York, probably the

celebrated bridge club in the U. S- 
There the greatest player* in the 
country play bridge. 


Ed Cheronnet, tournament di- 


rector of the club, told me that 
the members like to try various 
types of duplicate games. On one 
particular night they were play- 
ing a total point game, which is 
similar to rubber bridge. This is 
one of the few clubs in the coun- 
try which runs that type of game, 
They usually have 11 or 12 tables. 


The difference 
between total 


point and match point play is that 
in match point play, if you play 
a hand at four spades and another 
pair play the same hand at three 
no trump, making four, they will 
get the top score. In total point 
play the difference is only ten 
points, which means little or noth- 
ing. All you are interested in is 
your total score for the evening 
but it is important not to miss 
any games or slams. 


One of the 
peculiar things 


about watching an expert play is 
that occasionally he will be so 
accurate in watching the drop of 
the cards that he may be tricked 
into losing what otherwise would 
prove a safe contract. In today's 
hand for example, at total points, 
the expert will not go out on a 
limb and gamble on a no trump 
contract. He prefers to play the 
hand at a safe contract in hearts. 


The opponents cashed the first 


three spade tricks. East returned 
the jack of diamonds, which de- 
clarer won. He entered dummy 
with a club, and led" the six of 
hearts. If East had played Uie 
ten-spot, there would -have been 
no story to the hand, but he 
played the king. 


Now the expert thought to him- 


self, there must be four hearts to 
the ten-spot in the West hand. To 
make his contract, he must not 
lose a heart trick. So he played 
a small heart to the jack-nine, 
finessed the nine which East won 
with the ten, and set the contract.

Both sunstroke and heat ex- 


haustion are serious conditions. It 
is far better to prevent than to 
treat them. All that is necessary 
is to avoid exposure. Except for 
the occasional person who cannot 
avoid the heat there is no excuse 
for getting these unfortilnale re- 
actions at all. 


In st'nous sunstroke or heat- 


stroke there is complete loss of 
consciousness. The face develops 
a peculiar red flush and the skin 
is hot and dry. Fever, sometimes 
up to 109 degrees or more, may 
be present. Both the pulse and 
breathing are abnormal. It is a 
highly dangerous condition. 


If the victim can be kept alive 


for two days recovery is probable. 


pal symptoms are dizziness, ex- 
cessive sweating, decrease in the 
amount of urine, a feeling of great 
xveakness. paleness and a rapid 
pulse rate and breathing rate. 


Generally speaking, people do 


not lose consciousness with heat 
exhaustion. Sometimes muscles of 
the abdomen or the hmbs develop 
pain of a cramp-like nature. The 
mouth temperature is likely to be 
raised. 


Heat exhaustion tends to come 


on much more slowly than sun- 
stroke; headache, loss of appetite, 
constipation and muscular weak- 
ness may precede for several days 
he development of characteristic 
symptoms. Rest in a cool place 
for quite a long time may be 
enough to take care of heat ex- 
haustion but other measures also

But the studio 


when we get didn't show any more interesfand 


Unions, Mine 
Owners Push 


Talks Back 


Pittsburgh, 
July 
6—(AP) — 


John L. Lewis' United Mine Work- 
ers and the nation's northern and 
western soft coal operators have 
pushed back resumption of their 
contract talks from July 12 to 
July 19. 
Announcement of the delay was 


made yesterday by Ezra Van Horn, 
spokesman for the operators, as 
the miners ended their annual 
10-day holiday and began the first 
three-day work week ordered by 
Lewis. 


Van Horn would not discuss the 


postponement, other than to say 
the delay was agreed upon to give 
both the UMW and the operators 
an opportunity to "canvass mutual 
problems which are expected to 
come up." 


Negotiations between the UMW 


and the southern operators will 
get underway again July 12 while 
hard coal contract talks start at 
Philadelphia tomorrow. 


The return to work of the soft 


coal diggers yesterday marked 
the first time in recent UMW

Otherwise it is pretty hard to 


tell what the pitcher is pitching 
except perhaps for a change of 
pace or a roundhouse curve. 


Today, the 
so-called knuckle 


cases a finger ball. 


Mine is thrown with the fingers 


extended, the ball held tightly in 
the finger tips, and not with the 
knuckles. The so-called knuckle 
ball doesn't revolve, has no spin. 
It weaves and drifts, breaks some- 
what like the old-time spitball. 


The pitcher should grip the ball 


the same way for every pitch so 
the opposition can't defect the 
different mannerisms that would 
indicate a fast ball, curve or 
something else. 


I hold the ball parallel to the 


stitches, although many pitchers 
feel that by holding it across the 
stitches they obtain a better grip. 
Either way is all right. 


Some pitchers switch, usually 


to across the stitches, for a curve. 


This is not good practice be- 


cause smart coaches spot the 
change, tip off the batter. 
FAST BALL EV SPOTS 


Without ^natural zip in your 


arm, the fast ball is no good. The 
swiftest 
fast ball pitcher will 


bump into most of his trouble 
using it. 


The fast ball can be developed 


by pitching properly, so that it 
will hop, sail or sink. I pitch my 
fast ball with a downward wrist 
action which imparts spin, causes 


it 


hand batter my curve break* 
down and in, and is effective 
when thrown low. To a left-hand 
batter the idea U to have the 
curve break down and outside 
away from the batter. 


My slider' is held a little off 


and pitched 


the ball to do something as 
rolls off the tips of the first two 
fingers. 


To be effective, my fast ball has 


to be pitched only in spots, and 
when least expected. 


Essentially the fast ball is an 


arm pitch, whereas the curve is 
~a wnst pitch. The curve is thrown 
like the fast bail, but is let go 
off the top of the second finger 
with the wrist snapped downward 
and to the outside. 


Being left-handed, to a right- 


with a downward and outward 
snap of the wrist, as with the 
curve. It is pitched just as hard, 
but let go off the inside of the 
middle finger. 
The slider slips 


in the same direction as a curve, 
but while not as pronounced, it 
varies from its natural course 
enough to deceive the batter. 


Some pitchers have other tricks 


such as true knucklers, screwballs 
and change up balls. 


It goes without saying that the 


so-called knuckler breaks low, 
which is where the finest pitch 
always breaks. 


No pitch is any good unless the 


pitcher can control it.

Basis For Increases 


Briefly reviewing the grounds 


for rent increases, the rent of- 
ficial said rent raises are given 
for: 


1. Major improvements, such as 


a porch, new plumbing or heating 
equipment, or for a whole group 
of repairs which 
rehabilitation. 


2. A substantial 


constitutes a 


increase 
in 


services, furniture or furnishings. 
(Any increase in services because 
of increased occupancy is also 
considered for an increase in 
rent) 


3. An" inequity where the local 


rent official finds that rent has 
been frozen below the rate for 
comparable rental units in the 
area. 


4. Sub-tenancy, where a tenant 


is getting rental from others rent- 
ing from him. 


"These provisions," said the rent 


official, "give a clear-cut incentive 
to Dixon landlords to improve their 
property, to provide better living 
conditions for tenants and to in- 
crease employment in the building 
trades and to stimulate the sale 
of building materials." 


He emphasized, however, that 


the new law a.lso definitely pro- 
tects the interests of tenants, and 
that the Dixon rent office con- 
tinues to give them every con- 
sideration. 


"The law and our office policies 


protect tenants from unwarranted 
increases in rent and from unlaw- 
ful eviction," said Driscoli.

Steel, Unions 
Resume Talks 


Pittsburgh, July «— (AP)—Of- 


ficials of the U. S. Steel Corp., 
and the ClO-United Steelworkera 
today resume wage talks that may 
set the pattern for many of the 
nation's major industries. 


Two possible results of the con- 


tract sessions are 
(1) A fourth 


round of post-war wage increases 
and (2) The first nation-wide steel 
strike since 1946. 


U. S. Steel's wage settlement In 


recent years has had an immediate 
effect on nearly all industries. 


In 1946, the steelworkers, and 


many an other union, settled for 
wage boosts of 19 cents an hour 
after a survey made by former 
Government Economist George Na- 
than contended U. S. industry 
could afford a 25-cent hourly pay 
increase. Businessmen claimed Na- 
than's economics were faulty. 


The U. S. Steel wage negotia> 


tions were recessed last June 22 
to give ttye company an opportun< 
ity to digest the union's demnads 
for an undisclosed wage boost, as 
well as company-financed insur- 
ance and pension programs. 


The steel corporation in June 


refused to talk about pensions 
for the 17&.000 employes of six 
subsidiaries but promised to give 
a full answer to the union de- 
mands when the sessions were re- 
sumed. 


Clauses in the present contracl 


which permitted the reopening of 
wage and insurance talks this year 
say the union may strike July 16 
if no agreement has been reached. 


The steelworkers now receive 


$1.65 an hour, including a 13-cent 
hourly 'boost won last year, 15 
cents in 1947 and 19 cents in 1946.
